Nordegg May Be 
Dead, But Spirit 

Lives On 

(Calgary Albertan) 

N'ordegg has been dead for two 
years, hut it wasn’t evident from 
i he faces of some 300 former resi¬ 
dents of the abandoned mining 
town, 60 miles west of Kocky 
Mountain House,., who came front 
all over Alberta Saturday, to re¬ 
new friendships at their second 
annual reunion at the Isle of 
Capri, owned by Louis Carloni, 
early N'ordegg pioneer. 

David Craig, active at 84, even 
came all the vyay from Fernie, 
H. C„ to say that if Nordegg could 
be in any way reactivated he’d 
move hack to the town in which 
he spent 40 years.. 

17 nationalities 

About 17 nationalities repro- 
.- etited proclaimed Nordegg as a 
real melting pot that never saw 
i acial friction. 

They were just one big family, 
i yen when the mine employees 
reached a peak of 900 personnel 
ir 1923. and they stayed that way 
i veil when the mine personnel 
-blank to about 400 iwo years 

“\Ve laughed together and cried 
together.” said Mrs. Sarnia 
D’Amico Duncan, now of Calgary, 
who, together with her husband 
Robert, were the first native-born 
N'ordegg persons to marry and 
tear a family in the mining town. 

These qualities were recalled in 
four informal dinner addresses 
before the dance.

the game in 1909 to satisfy tile 
< lub's desire for a faster, less stren¬ 
uous game than ten-pins. Neither 
duckpins nor candlepins had found 
favor witli the club. 

He made the pins smaller, cut 
their number in half, and sub¬ 
stituted a smaller ball. The faster 
and lighter game was approved 
quickly and in 1910 the first five- 
pin league was organized. 

Duckpins and candlepins enjoy 
regional popularity and the game 
of ten-pins has many thousands of 
enthusiastic players in Canada but 
their popularity does not approach 
•hat of five-pins. 

The popularity of five-pins in¬ 
creased rapidly after rubber bands 
vere placed around the wooden 
pins. The rubber deadened the force 
of the howling ball's blow and made 
it easier for a player to make a 
strike. 

The first recorded game having 
a score of over 400 was bowled in 
1918 by Alfred Scrubb, a famous 
English long distance runner then 
living in Canada. In 1921 Bill 
I romfield scored 450 in the first- 
known perfect game. 

The Canadian Bowling Associa¬ 
tion was formed in' 1926. It set spe¬ 
cifications for alley lengths and 
vidths; size, weight and kind of 
wood for pins; size of rubber band; 
size and weight of balls, and so 
forth.

Hi, neighbour 

Here are some handy tips on 
storing your tractor for the winter... 

they will save you time and money next spring! 




First either drain the radiator and 
block completely, or fill with the 
correct amount of anti-freeze. If stor¬ 
ing for very long periods, also drain 
the entire fuel system, fuel tank, set¬ 
tling cup, fuel lines, screens and 
carburetor. Remember, fuel left in 
the tractor for a long period of time 
may form harmful gum deposits. 



Next, remove the spark plugs and 
squirt light engine oil into each 
cylinder. Oil the valves and valve 
mechanism, then turn the engine over 
a few times to distribute the oil. This 
prevents rust and corrosion internally. 



Now, lubricate the tractor thoroughly 
to remove any old grease which may 
contain moisture, acids or other im¬ 
purities. Wash and clean the dirt off 
the outside of the tractor . . . and 
paint over any bare spots to prevent 
rust. Make sure the battery is fully 
charged and stored in a warm, dry 
place. Check frequently and recharge 
about once every thirty days. 



Last but nof least, don't let your 
tractor stand in the open or be a 
roosting place for the chickens. If you 
can't put it in a machine shed, then 
cover the tractor with a tarpaulin.
